Appropriation of $835,000 
for Infantry School at 
Columbus Camp Is One

Washington, February 4.—The 
senate in open session this after- 
noon, passed with amendments the 
house bill making appropriations 
for the completion of certain army 
camps and training schools and for 
the salvaging of others, this act 
creating thé infantry school at 
Camp Benning, Ga., and providing 
for the salvaging of Camp Gordon, 
Atlanta, not, however, before June 
30, 1921. 

It will be recalled the bill as it 
passed the house, known as the An- 
thony bill, provided for the creation 
of the school at Camp Benning, 
making appropriation for its com- 
pletition, but hinged this provision 
upon the further provision that 
Camp Gordon should be immediate- 
ly dismantled and sold to the high- 
est bidder. 


The fight for the retention of 


» Camp Gordon, lost in the house, 


was resumed in the senate, and the 
result ie the bill as it passed the 
senate today extends the official 
life of Camp Gordon, as a military 
post, at least until the end of the 
1920-1921 fiscal year, before which 
time it is assumed the peace-time 
military policy of the country will 
have been defined, and further ef- 
forts for the permanency of Gor- 
don will have been made, 

Copy of Section. 

The exact text of that section of 
the bill reverring to Benning and 
djordon follows: 

To complete the infantry school 
at Camp Benning, Ga., for the pur- 
chase real estate, $515,262; for the 
construction and completion of 
bulldings and the sixty centimeter 
engineer railroad, now in process 
of construction, $320,000; total for 
infantry school, $835,250; provided, 
that no part of the unexpended ba)- 
ances of appropriations heretofore 
made for the support of the army 
shall be expended for construction 
at Camp Gordon, Ga.. and the sec- 
retary of war is hereby directed to 
sell the real estate and buildings of 
said camp to:the best advantage of 
the government, the proceeds of 
such sale to be covered into the 
treasury to the credit of miscel- 
laneous receipts: Provided, further, 
that sald sale shail not be made 
prior to June 30, 1921.

Several important questions aris- 
ing under the administration of the 
act of 1919 creating the office of 
superintendent of state printing and 
prescribing his duties, which were 
submitted by Governor Dorsey to 
Attorney General Clifford Walker 
for legal construction, have been de- 
cided in three separate opinions 
made public by Mr. Walker yester- 
day. 

These opinions show that the law 
is far-reaching inits scope and un- 
der the interpretation put upon it by 
Mr. Walker will do no less than revo- 
lutionize the system of state print- 
ing hitherto in vogue. 

The law says that the printing 
for all the “departmen’s and insti- 
tutions” of the state shall be under 
the supervision of the superintend- 
ent of public printing, and shall be 
let by the printing commission after 
competitive bidding. The only ex- 
ception made is the printing of the 
decisions of the supreme court and 
court of appeals, this exception hav-

Ineludes All Departments. 

Mr. Walker holds that this tn- 
cludes all the departments, includ- 
ing those, notably the department 
of é@ducation and the railroad com- 
mission, which have heretofore han- 
dled their own printing, and the va- 
rious educational and eleemosynary 
institutions of the staté, the printing 
of which has been paid out of the 
current appropriations for mainte- 
nance under the administration of 
the governing bodies of the various 
institutions. : 

Now the difficulty that at once 
Presents itself and. which the next 
assembly will have to provide a 
solution for is: 

“Where is the money coming from 
to pay for all of this printing?” 

The annual printing fund of the 
state is only $50,000, which Is usual- 
ly supplemented by each legislature 
with a deficiency appropriation of 
about $15,000. The exact cost of 
the printing of all the departments 
and institutions of the state, cov- 
ered by Mr. Walker's construction 
of the law, has not been deter- 
mined, but it would hardly be less 
than $300,000 per year. 


Special Printing Fund. 

The railroad commission has a 
special printing fund of its own 
amounting to $15,000. The print- 
ing for the department of education 
is paid for out of the common school 
fund and amounts to about $40,000 
per year. The printing of the va- 
rous institutions, University of 
Georgia, School of Technology, state 
sanitarium, tuberculosis sanitarium 
and ali the other schools and elee- 
mosynary institutions of the state, 
will easily run over $200,000 per 
year, it is said. 

Of course, it is itmpossible for 
Superintendent of Printing Claude 
Methvin to furnish all this print- 
ing out of the appropriation of $50,- 
000 per year to which he is now 
limited, The legislature will either 
have to change the law or it will 
have to redistribute appropriations 
so that the printing commission 
will have funds to carry it out. Mr. 
Walker calls attention to this fact 
in his opinion.

RATE-MAKING SECTION 
IS RETAINED IN BILL 


Return of 51-2 Per Cent 
to Railroads Is Pro- 
vided for Term of One 
and Half or Two Years.

Washington, February 4.—Agree- 
ment on the railroad legislation was 
announced today by Senator Albert 
B. Cummins, of Iowa, and the bill, 
as amended by the conference com- 
mittee of the senate and house, will 
be presented to 2 bodies for 
final action in about five days, 

The long negotiations of such 
prime importance to the transpor- 
tation systems of the United States 
and of great consequence to the 
financial structure of the nation 
came to a successful close when the 
differences over the compensatory 
features of the Cummins bill were 
agreed upon. 

This agreement, barring some 
unexpected and entirely improbable 
opposition in the house and senate, 
means that the railroad bill will 
become a law prior to March 1, the 
date on which government control 
ends by presidential proclama- 
tion. 

Yield to Important Points. 

In order to obtain agreement 
among the conferees, the senate 
was forced to yield on many impor- 
tant points in the Cummins bill 
and to consent to numerous modi- 
fications of its original program of 
railroad regulation. Senator Cum- 
mins did not yield on the much- 
disputed section 6, which provides 
for a fixed guaranteed operating 
incom the railroads during the 
transition’ period following federal 
operations. 

Section 6 remains virtually as 
adopted by the senate. Provision 
is made for readjustment of freight 
and passenger rates by groups on 
such @ basis as will guarantee to 
roads in each rate-making 
group an annual guaranteed net 
operating ificome of 65% per ceht 
on the value of thé actual. property 
used”or held by the transportation 
service. The period @uring which 
the existing compensation be paid 
the carriers by the federal govern- 
ment as rental was changed from 
one year to six montha, 

The first rate revision necessary 
to maintain the 6 1-2 per cent return 
is to take place either one year after 
the expiration of the guaranteed 
compensation now being paid or two 
years after the passage of the bill 
The conferees have yet to agree on 
this point. A difference of six 
months is all that is involved. 

Anti-Strike Provision. 

/ As had been anticipated the Cum- 
mins anti-strike provision goes out 
of the bill, but instead of eliminat- 
ing all labor clauses as had been 
forecast in some quarters, the bill 
sets up a series of regional adjust- 
ment boards and a central tribunal 
to which all appeals would £0. 
Whenever the regional boards were 
deadlocked the disputes would go to 
the appeal board automatically and 
when there was agreement the de- 
cisions as to wage increases would 
have to be approved by the central 
tribunal. The regional boards would 
be composed of representatives of 
the employers and the classified 
workers. The appeal board would be 
an official federal commission se- 
lected by the president and approved 
by the senate. It probably will be 
composed of five members. This de- 
tail has not been worked out. 

These boards will have power to 
investigate and to render decisions 
on controversies relating to wages 
and working conditions, but the 
bill will carry no penal provisions 
omg a of the decisions.

Solomon Predicted So- 
cialists Would Sweep 
Aside Four Million Ex- 
Service Men, Witness

Albany, N. Y¥. February 4.—Tes- 
timony that.Charles Solomon, one 
of the five suspended socialist as- 
semblymen who is being tried by the 
assembly judiciary committee on 
charges of disloyalty, had predicted 
that the four million ex-service men

In reply, Hart tostified, Solomon

Swept Like Chaff.

218 “Flu” Cases 
Reported in Day 
To Dr. Kennedy 


One Death From Disease 
and Four From Pneu- 
monia, Which Followed 
Malady, Is. Toll in At- 
lanta Wednesday. 


One death from influenza, four 
deaths from pneumonia following 
influenza, and 218 new cases ofthe 
disease were reported to the city 
health department Wednesday. This 
is 85 cases above the report of Tues- 
day and makes a total for the two 
days of 351 cases. 

Dr. Kennedy, city health officer, 
attributes part of the increase to 
the greater number of phyisicians 
who, negligent of their duty hereto- 
fore, reported the cases brought 
to their attention Wednesday. 

Tuesday Dr. Kennedy scored At- 
lanta physicians who failed to re- 
port new cases of “flu” to the city 
health department, and said that he 
intended to prosecute any doctor 
who failed to comply with the law 
requiring the reporting of all new 
cases, 

Although he does not believe 
there is any cause for alarm, Dr. 
Kennedy stressed with emphasis the 
urgency of co-operation from offi- 
clals of the street car company, 
agers of movies, theaters and other 
places where people congregate, in 
securing proper ventilation. 

Red Cress Asked for Nurses. 

While nothing like as serious as 
it was last year, influenza in a mild 
has increased to such an extent in 
the sotheast in the past two weeks 
that the southern division head- 
quarters of the American Red Cross 
has had a number of requests for 
nurses. ~ 

For the benefit of communities 
effected, headquarters yesterday is- 
sued a statement stresing the fact 
that nurses supplied by the Red 
Cross are for all influenza patients 
in @ community and are not to be 
monopolized by any individual fam- 
ily. 

“The Red Cross supplies nurses 
on calls through state boards of 
health where there is a genuine 
emergency,” said the statement.

Germans. The impression is strong 
in official French quarters, it was 
declared, that the Germans are dis- 
posed to make use of every possi- 
ble pretext to avoid the execution 
of not only this but of other 
clauses of the treaty and that if the 
allies gave way on this point it 
would be-considered in Berlin as 8 
precedent on which to found de- 
mands for further modifications. 

It was pointed out that, even in

The question of the United States 
demanding six votes also was held 
to raise a serious question as to 
the attitude of France, Italy and 
Japan to such an amendment. 

Failure generally was predictcd 
by senate leaders today for the 
effort to write a new cloture pro- 
vision into the senate rules to curb 
debate on the peace treaty when 
it is renewed next week. 


About Cloture Rule. 


Although the rules commit!:. will 
meet tomorrow to take up the sub- 
ject, it generally was conceded that 
the time was too short to make any 
changé In the rules before the trea- 
ty is called up Monday. Senators 
who have opposed any limitation 
on debate were prepared, it was 
said, to fight a cloture proposal at 
such length that no roll call would 
be reached on it beforé that time.

Frequently Overruled.

Peter W. Collins, of Boston, 
Knights of Columbus worker, who 
qualified yesterday as a labor ex- 
pert, testified this morning regard- 
ing what he alleged to be the so- 
cialists’ antagonism to religion and 
the family.

. Church and Family. , 


In support of its contention that 
socialism threatened’ the church and 
the family, the prosecution ques- 
tiened Mr. concerning his 
knowledge of the socialist attitude 
toward these questions. 

Collins declared methods he had 
observed socialists use in further- 
ing their cause included expressions 
antagonistic to the family relation: 
to the United States constitution, 
which had been termed “an obso- 
lete scrap of paper,” and to religion 
and the Ten Commandments, for 
which disrespect was shown. 

Mr. Stedman at once objected, 
claiming religion had no part in the 
hearing and its injection would lead 
to ill-feeling. In reply to a state- 
ment by Martin Conboy, one of the 
committee counsel, that it was not 
the intention to go into a discussion 
of religion, but to show that social- 
ists opposed religion in any form, 
Mr. Stedman declared: 

“Tt is no use to ‘camouflage’ or to 
try to explain that this is not an at- 
tempt to appeal to misguided Cath-

Martin ruled that’ the 
evidence was. permis:ible, but that 
the remarks of the attorneys would 
be stricken’ trom the record, 

Before the chair had barred in- 
troduction of a pamphlet, “Socialism 
and Keligion,” alléxed by the pros- 
ecution to have been published by 
the socialist party of Great Britain 
and sold by the Rand book store in 
New York, Mr. Conboy said he de- 
sired to show that “socialism is the 
antithesis of all religion.” 

He then asked Collins what. he 
knew of the socialist attitude to- 
ward the family relation. Collins 
replied he Had found a vigorous an- 
tayonism expressed by socialists to- 
ward the family, which he said was 
termed an instrument of capital de- 
signed to keep the workers “in a 
state of dewradation” for their con- 
tinued exploitation. Socialists, ac- 
cording to the witness, claimed the 
family, “a state of legalized prosti- 
tution,” would vanish with capital 
when socialism came into its own. 

Giving his recollection of an ar- 
ticle appearing in the New York 
Call in 1910, signed by Mary Tinge, 
the witness said that the aititude 
of the late Colonel Rovsevelt in 
urging .-large families and opposing 
race suicide Was scathingly criti- 
cised. The article claimed, saia Mr. 
Collins, that there should be hos- 
pitais tor birth control. | 

Asked to define relation of the 
socialist party of America toward 
the Internationale, Mr. Coilins said 
that the party in this country was 
an official part of <he greater body, 
just the same as the sucialist party 
ot Great Britain, 

The witness dueclaree that the so- 
ciaiists are opposed to « “properly 
constituted” league of nations, for 
such a league would create harmony 
atd the' socialists would not have 
a chance tO make progress if abuses 
cf which they now make political 
capital, were abolished.

Martens Claims Raymond 
Robins and Other United 
States Officials Helped 
Russian Soviet in Prop- 
aganda Against Ger- 
many.

Washington, February 4.—Renew- 
al of assertions that soviet Russia 
had undergone a complete change 
of heart since the days when it 
was urging world-wide and univer- 
sal revolution against constituted 
governments marked today’s exam- 
ination of Ludwig C. A, K. Mar- 
tens, soviet representative in the 
United States, by the senate com- 
mittee investigating Russian propa- 
ganda. Martens commenced the 
reading of a series of prepared 
statements on the subject, but was 
intetru:‘cd by Senator Moses, re- 
publican, New Hampshire, chair- 
man of the committee, who ruled 
acainst “cumbering up the r..ord 
with propaganda.” 

But the portion of Martens’ tes- 
timony that stirred committee mem- 
bers’ most, as evidenced by their 
questicning, was his assertion, made 
incidentally, that in 1918 the “agents” 
of the committee on public infor- 
mation, the war-time American gov- 
ernment publicity agency, and oth- 
er “officials of the United Statés” 
worked with soviet officials to 
bring about a revoltion in Ger- 
many and at the same time got 
out documents in this country de- 
signed to prove that soviet officials 
were paid agents of Germany. 

Questioned ag to the nature of 
these documents, Martens sna‘” they 
were known as the “Sisson papers.” 
This testimony led Chairman M--es 
to suggest that George Creel, when 
chairman of the committee on pub- 
lic information, apparently was 
“working with the soviets on one 
hand and against with the other,” 
to which the witness agreed. Ask- 
ed regarding the “officials” men- 
tioned, Martens named Raymond 
Robins, formerly of the Red Cross 
mission to Russia, as one of those 
through whom the soviets co-op- 
erated in their propaganda against 
Germany. 

The soviet Russian government 
has frequently offered to agree 
with other countries of the world 
in a mutual plan to leave each oth- 
er's “internal affairs” alone, Mar- 
tens told the committee, adding that 
his government could be depended 
upon to keep its promises in this 
matter “because its economic in- 
terests lay that way,” and Lenine 
and others only advocated the gen- 
eral revolution during the period 
when other nations were actively 
attacking the sovicts. 

The witness refused again to an- 
swer questions concerning his meth- 
ods of communicating with Moscow 
throuch vouriers, many of whom he 
said at his 2”»earance last week, 
have been killed or imprisened. 
Correcting his previous +t -etimony, 
he ssid some of the couriers en- 
gared in the traffic are American 
citizens,

Whether Mr. Bryan can becofmne 
a delegate from Nebraska depends 
largely upon the two reigning lead- 
ers in that state, Senator Hitchcock 
and the democratic national com- 
mitteeman, Arthur Mullen. yIn the 
friendly glow of Mr. Bryan’s emer- 
gence at Washington in Decem- 
ber, Senator Hitchcock said that if 
Mr. Bryan wanted to come as &a 
delegate from Nebraska he could. 
Since that time there is some evi- 
dence that cold consideration has 
reduced the.warmth of Mr. Hitch- 
cock’s welcome, - 
Hitchcock Not Supreme. 


Moreover, Mr. |. Hitchcock is not 
personally supreme. He must defer 
to the wishes or the subdurdinate 
leaders, and it seems clear that thw 
democratic organization in Nebras- 
ka as a whole:is cold to Mr. Bry- 
an’s ambition to become a power 
in the next democratic convention 
by means of getting himself elect- 
ed as a delegate from Nebraska.

Washington, February 4.—Pend- 
ing a decision by the supreme 
court of the United States on the 
constitutionality of the farm loan 
act, all future applications for loans 
from federal farm loan banks will 
be held in abeyance, Farm Loan 
Commissioner Norris announced to- 
night. The policy of the board to 
suspend temporarily the making of 
loans does not affect loans for 
which applications already are in 
the hands of the farm loan repre- 
sentatives, however, Mr. Norris said, 
adding that such transactions would 
be completed under the regulations 
in effect since the system was cre- 
ated. 

Officials explained the adoption 
of the new policy as having been 
due to a desire on the part of the 
farm loan board not to defeat the 
plans of individual borrowers, if, in 
any event, loans cannot be made. 
Should the act be held unconstitu- 
tional, applications for loans neces- 
sarily could ne longer be considered. 
In Issuing the general instructions 
to both joint and stock farm loan 
banks to hold up actual closing of 
further loans, the board advised 
thern that prospective borrowers 
must be informed of -the possibility 
which centered in the legal decision 
as a measure of protection to them.

Paris, February 4.—Extradition 
of 896 Germans accused of viola-

NEW LAW AFFECTS 
ALL STATE PRINTING 


Continued from First Pace. 


yesterday, answer questions by the 
governor as to.. whether separate 
bids are necessary for eath item of 
public printing and what is in- 
cluded under the word “institutions” 
as used in the act. Mr. Walker's 
opinion on these matters follows: 


Mr. Walker’s Report. 


February 4, 1920. 

Governor H. M. Dorsey, State Capitol— 
Dear Sir: In further response to the in- 
quiry made as to the construction of the 
act establishing the department of ptbile 
printing, I beg to say: 

1. The law must be given an interpreta- 
tion which will justify its practical opera- 
tion under a reasonable intendment. It 
follows, therefore, that it will be imprac- 
tieal to ask for separate bids for every 
single item of stationery or printing, and 
the suggestion of the superintendent of pub- 
lic printing that he made up a schedule 
covering these items, the same to be wub- 
mitted throughout the state, is justified un- 
der the act. 

2. Further inquiry is made as to the liml- 
tations of the duties of the superintendent 
of public printing, with particular refer- 
ence to the word ‘‘institutions,’’ under the 
act. It is my judgment that the State 
university, the Georgia School of Technol- 
oxy, the State sanitarium and all .other 
educational and eleemosynary institutions 
which are owned and maintained by she 
state and supported by anual appropria- 
tions from the state treasury are state 
‘‘institutions’’ in contemplation of this act, 
and it therefore becomes the duty of the 
superintendent of public ‘printing to fur- 
nish the articles of printing and stationery 
covered by the act to all such institutions. 

This act was passed during the last days 
of the session, and the full effect of its 
are was eee A not considered by the 

islature. Certainly it made ho proper 
—, to cover the cost of the 

be supplied by the new depart- 
ment. It “te probable that mature consider- 
ation of the scope of the department would 
have suggested additional assistance to the 
superintendent. Certainly, in view of the 
lack of provisidn made, the superintendent 
is probably justified in limiting his activ- 
ities to all departments in the capitol for 
the few months intervening until the legis- 
lature can consider the questions herein 
made, 

%. There remains one further question, to- 
wit: the relation of the superintendent of 
publie printing to the commission of public 
printing in the light of the new act. That 
act provides that ‘‘there shall be estab- 
ed in this state an office to be known as 
the superintendent of public printing, . . 
who shall be the executive member of the 
commission of public printing.”’ It is my 
judgment that the legislature here  intend- 
ed not only to make the superintendent of 
public printing a member of the commis- 
sion, but it expressly made him the ex- 
ecutive member of the commission. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the superintendent not 
only has full power and authority as a 
member of the commission, but he ts 
charged with the supervision of the execu- 
tion of all awards and contracts made by

the commission as well as the performance 
of all other duties devolving upon him whe 
der the terms of this act. Respectfully 
yours, CLIFFORD WALKER.

Question of Assistant, 

Another question asked of Mr. 
Walker is whether the salary of an 
assistant for Mr. Methvin can_ be 
paid out of the printing fund. This 
Mr. Walker decides in the negative. 
He is even more positive that such 
a salary cannot be paid out of the 
contingent fund. Thus Mr. Methvin 
is left with more than $300,000 of 
printing on his hands, involving a 
multitude of specificatiens and con- 
tracts, without even the assistance 
of a bookkeeper or stenographer. 

Mr. Walker does decide that Mr. 
Methvin's necessary traveling ex- 
penses may be paid out of the con- 
tingent fund, as he figures that the 
solons would hardly have set him 
to work without giving him the 
means of securing the “advice and 
information founded on the experi- 
ence of others” in the organization 
of his department. 

That feature of the attorney gen- 
eral's opinion which will probably 
attract most attention in the capi- 
tol itself is hia declaration that the 
term “stationery,” as used in the act, 
covers “pens, pencils, inks, blotters, 
rubber bands, clips, carbons, 
lage, Blank books and all other 
articles usually kept for sale by 
stationers.” These articles have 
heretofore been ordered by the at- 
taches of the various departments 
In thefr discretion and paid for out 
of the governor's contingent fund. 
Mr. Walker holds that the superin- 
tendent of printing must do the or- 
dering. He says in his report:

Dr. Wise then proposed as a basis for charges in 
the other one-half of the business, namely, for pre- 
scriptions which reqyire the services of prescription 
clerks, the following: $2.00 an hour for the serv- 
ices of the prescription clerks, plus twice the cost 
of the container and the ingredients, plus 15c for 
deliveries. 


The committee objected to figuring $2.00 an 
hour for the prescription clerk, for the reason that 
this meant $480.00 a month for each prescription 
clerk, when the salaries of prescription clerks were 
said to range between $90.00 and $150.00 per 
month. If one received as high as $200.00 per 
month, $480.00 allowed the druggist for his service 
would make a gross profit to the druggist of more 
than 100 per cent on his salary in addition to the 
100 per cent allowed on the box or bottle and its 
contents. 


Dr. Wise saw the justice of this and agreed to 
the compounding fee, which was fixed at 30c. 


An audit of the books of any druggist was un- 
necessary for the reason that the representative of 
the druggists agreed to every contention made by the 
committee. 


The “most competent” attorney for certain drug- 
gists in Atlanta has my sympathy, but he must recall 
one fixed principle which governs all courts— 


There must be an end to the trial of any case. 


In that of the Public against Certain Druggists, 
the druggists have consented to a verdict. The ver- 
dict has been rendered. The case is closed. 


The fair price committee has other matters de- 
manding attention, and I shall leave the druggists, 
who are dissatisfied, together with their lawyer, 
to the judgment of the Public. Of the latter, I 
make only this request—if you hear or know of a 
druggist violating either the letter or the spirit of 
the committee’s finding, please inform me, not 
that I may prosecute in court, but that the Public 
may know the facts. 


And remember, that the drug business is only one 
of a myriad matters before the committee.

GEORGIA’S MUD ROADS. 


For three months of the year the 
people of Georgia are practically 
shut off from intercourse with the 
outside world by highway travel. 

Worse than that, they cannot use 
the highways for local trade and 
travel. 

This is because they are served 
by dry weather roads—highways 
that are good while the sun is shin- 
ing and during rainless seasons, but 
ribbons of mud in wet weather. 

During a season of weather like 
the present, for instance, the dirt 
roads of the state are practically im- 
passable; and it is not only the 
automobilist that suffers from this 
condition, but every farmer who has 
a bale of cotton or a wagon load of 
produce to haul to market. 

As an illustration of what this 
means to the state, we reproduce 
elsewhere upon this page a news 
story from a recent issue of The 
Chattanooga News, in which atten- 
tion is called to the deplorable con- 
dition of the Dixie highway be- 
tween that city and Atlanta. 

“Both routes of the Dixie high- 
way between Chattanooga and At- 
lanta,” says The News, “as a re- 
sult of heavy rains, are practically 
impassable; and recent reports 
from tourists show that it has 
taken them two days to make the 
trip of less than 150 miles from

Washington, February 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)-—-There is a note of of pathos 
in the following address to the 
American people from the mayor of 
Chateau Thierry, just received by the 
state department. Particularly «true 
is this to those of us who had the 
privilege of wandering over Thier- 
ry, then low in ruins, just after the 
memorable battle of July, 1918, and 
of walking through the newly- 
made cemeteries of Ameriza’s hero 
dead. 

Writers have said that Verdun 
was the soul of the war: in my 
opinion it was Chateau Thierry, 
for there it was that the greatest 
price was paid, but the greatest 
victory was won— 

For it was that victory that re- 
vived the drooping spirits of the 
allies and made the ultimate suc- 
cess of the cause inevitable. 

The message from the mayor of 
this city by the Marne follows: 


“The newly-elected muni- 
cipal counci of Chateau- 
Thierry, at the moment of sit- 
ting in the city still in ruins, 
addresses to the America. peo- 
ple the testimony of its grati- 
tude and fraternal sympathy 
and assures it that Chater 
Thierry will faithfully pre- 
serve the remembrance of the 
bravery with which the soldiers 
of the great republic fought 
for the victory which deliver- 
ed their city. 

“A large number of those 
heroes were killed in that lib- 
erating battle and now lie in 
this little corner of the land o. 
France, 


in a fair, broad and enlightened 
spirit, which will allow of their 
solution in such a manner as to 
benefit the whole nation and de- 
velop the best interests of the agri- 
cultural interests of the nation. 

The agricultural outlook of the 
nation at present is not dark, but 
there are fundamental questions 
evident to every one who seriously 
considers the matter upon which 
the future prosperity of the farm- 
ers of America depend. With these 
facts in mind it is certain that 
at no time since the creation of 
the department of agriculture was 
it so essential that a man thor- 
oughly informed as to the needs of 
the farmer should be entrusted 
with the administration of its af- 
fairs. 

It is fully realized that the new 
secretary is handicapped by the 
fact that he enters upon his du- 
ties late in the history of the ad- 
ministration and at a time when 
many of his acts will be judged 
from the political standpoint. The 
time left for the creation of a new 
administrative policy is short, but 
Mr. Meredith can still justify the 
confidence placed in him by the 
president in this appointment and 
do much in a constructive way for 
the benefit of agriculture.

Psychological Substitutes for Alcohol | 


The dethroning of King Alcohol 
has created the fear that the heir 
apparent or crown prince of the 
realm might appear in the form of 
the drug, for it seems as though 
mankind were bent upon getting 


| out of life more than there is in the 


ordinary run of eating, sleeping, 
working. What shall be the proper 


i substitute for alcohol, or for those 


sensations which the ancient king 
was wont to call up in the hearts 
of his subjects? 

It used to be a question whether 
the effect of alcohol was that of 
arousing or subduing, whether the 


drink was a stimalant or narcotic, 
when as a matter of fact liquor had 
the power to arouse certain tenden- 
cies and ideas by quieting those 
which were in opposition to them. 
When it stilled certain portions of 
the brain it put out of operation 
those functions which usually acted 
as breaks or dampers, so that to 
still the better nature was to arouse 
the more vivid and elemental forms 
of human consciousness. 

But all of this is now a matter of 
history, and we are wiser if we 
cast about for something psychic to 
take the place of the artificial sen- 
sations which used to hover about 
the rim of the wine cup. Centuries 
ago the apostie, who once recom- 
mended wine to a younger colleague, 


| 


gave sound advice when he said: 
“Be not drunk with wine, wherein 
is excess, but be filled with the 
spirit.” 

It seems, then, that there are 
mental experiences which may have 
the exhilarating effect of wine. Is 
not this the case with music? In 


the harmonies of Wagner and Verdi, 
in the music of Mendelssohn and 
Chopin, to say nothing of the stim- 
ulations of syncopated music today. 
there are intoxicating possibilitiés 
whose sources we have still to tap. 

But if the major effect of alcohol 
was to produce a mental condition 
at once arousing and quieting, it 
seems as though, by a4 process of 
were egontiee. man might in him- 
self produce the exciting and tran- 
quilizing. After Emerson had at- 
tributed great peetic possibilities to 
wine, he asserted that the sense of 
truth was after all the great stimu- 
lant. In the sense of true, good and 
beautiful, there is a tranquilizing 
stimulation which can vie with the 
sweet madness of wine. 

An inventor brooding over his 
task, a poet in his study, a chess- 
player at the board are all of them 
examples of men intoxicated with 
their ideas. Those who miss the 
effects of wine may find some sub- 
stitute In increased activity of the 
brain.

wake up perspiring from fear. If 
this was a wish dream, as Freud 
would call it—the wish to be young 
again—it would seem as if the wish, 
in passing into the dream, had, 
somehow, smuggled along with it 
past the dream-censor that anc.ent 
terror of the schoolmasters which 
still had its dwelling place in the 
psychic unconscious. In connection 
with dreams of school may be men- 
tioned the “examination dreams, 
which the scientists classify as 
among the “typical” ones. 

A man long since passed the age 
for schools and colleges will dream 
that he has to take a good exami- 
nation on some certain subject, and 
is worried as to his ability to pass 
it. And a curious thing is that he 
never—if we may believe the sci- 
entiste—dreams that the examina- 
tion is one in which, at school, he 
“fell down,” but one which he guc- 
cesfully passed. And these exami- 
nation dreams are said to occur only 
when the dreamer has before him 
some problem to solve, some re- 
sponsibility to assume.

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SALE OF GERMAN SHIPS 


Wilson Told Government 
Could Not Compete With 


Washington, February 4.—Sale of 
the former German passenger lin- 
ers seized at the outbreak of the 
war was forced on the shipping 
board by the operation of the na- 
tional prohibition law. Chairman 


Payne is understood to have told 
President Wilson. 

Mr. Payne was said to have writ- 
ten the president the government 
could not operate the liners on 
which intoxicants were not sold in 
competition with privately owned 
ships on which wine and other 
liquors were served. Ile was un- 
derstood to have said that after the 
board announced intoxicants would 
not he carried on its liners plying 
to South America and elsewhere 
practically all bookings for those 
ships h been canceled. 

The chairman's views were set 
forth in a letter to the president 
relating to the controversy between 
the board and the war department 
concerning the sale of the ships. 
It was said he told the president 
the board did not object to the pro- 
posal to include in the bills of sale 
in each case a clause giving the 
government a right to requisition 
the liners in the event of a na- 
tional emergency. 

The war department had object- 
ed to outright sales, holding title 
t» the ships should rest with the 
government so that they couid be 
uscd transports in the event they 
were Needed in a future war. 

Leading bankers of the_ country 
were invited today by Chairman 
Payne of the shipping board to 
serve on a committee to interest 
the investing public in the value of 
shipping securitier. Mr. Payne paid 
the board was confronted with the 
problem of selling ships the aggre- 
gate value of which—$2,000,000,000 
—Wwas many times the purchasing 
power of the igo sieving in- 
terests, and that consequently it 
was desirable to educate the people 
to an appreciation of the relation 
of the merchant marinc to commerce 
and industry.

| Holland Should Enter 


The League of Nations, 
Committee Reports 


The Hague, February 4.—Holland 
should enter the ‘league of nations, 
Says a report from a committee 
appointed by the second chamber of 
the Dutch parliament to examine 
the league covenant and draft a 
bill providing for Holland's adhe- 
sion to the organization. 

Althcugh Holland would lose part 
of her secular liberty in joining the 
league, the report says, this objec- 
tion is more than counterbalanced 
by the fact that if she refuses to 
join she may be isolated and ex- 
cluded from the social life of other 
countries. A small minority of 
the committee opposes the entry 
of Holland, holding the league is 
formed by “imperialistic powers,” 
excludes a large part of Europe and 
Asia and “contains the germs of 
future wars.”

Oklahoma, Colorado, Wisconsin. 
Kansas, Arkansas, Texas and New 
Mexico. 

Explaining his action, Mr. Hines 
issued the following statement: 

“Because of the imperative neces- 
sitv of providing greater movement 
of bulk grain, the grain loading 
railroads serving the grain produc- 
ing states have been given instruc- 
tions to give preference and prior- 
ity to the furnishing of box. cars 
for bulk grain loading from Feb- 
ruary 8 to February 18, inclusive, 
after providing for the loading of 
less-than-carload merchandise, print 
paper, wood pulp and sugar. This 
means that to the extent necessary 
to fill requirements, all available 
box car equipment, suitable for use 
in the hanlding of these commodi- 
ties, will be confined to this one 
class of traffic.

FOR FEUDIST’S MURDER 


“Mossy” Enright, Notorious 
Chicago Gunman, Slain 
by Two in Auto. 


Chicago, “ebruary 4.—The slayer 
of Maurice E. (Mossy) Enright, 
Chicago's most notorious gunman 
and labor feudist, was caught by the 
police today. 

Two men trailed Enright through 


the streets and fired eleven slugs 
from a sawed-off double-barreled 
shotgum into his body-as he sat at 
the wheel of his automobile in 
front of his home last night. 

Enright’s wife and two sons and 
two neighbor boys witnessed the 
killing. A closed black automobile 
slowed down eight feet from the 
side of the gumman’s car, the cur- 
tains parted, two shots were fired 
and the black car raced away. 
Within thirty minutes scores of gun- 
men, labor feudists and known ene- 
mies and friends of the gunman had 
been arrested by the police. A 
number of them were held for in- 
vestigation. 

Enright for nine years was a 
leader in Chicago labor feuds, and 
until eight months ago was busi- 
ness agent of the plumbers’ union. A 
meeting of the plumbers’ union tried 
to oust him. There was a fracas in 
which forty revolvers were in ac- 
tion, and four men were wounded. 
En ght resigned then. 

The police declared today it was 
their opinion that Enright’s murder 
was “the outcome of a labor con- 
troversy and that it presaged the 
opening of another gunmen’s war.” 

“Mossy” was 85 years old. His 
first killing was made in 1911, when 
he walked into a barroom and shot 
Vineent Altman, said to have been 
“one of his own dynamiters and 
sluecers.” Two months later he 
shot and killed “Dutch” Gentleman, 
another gunman and his “pal.” For 
the Altman murder Enright was 
sentenced to life imprisonment at 
Joliet. He was pardoned after two 


years. 

A petition signed by 40,000 labor 
union men and others, and _ the 
deathbed confession of a state’s 
witness, who admitted perjury, was 
laid before the prison board to free 
Enright of the sentence of the Alt- 
man killing. 

After he quit the position of busi- 
ness arent for the plumbers’ union 
Enright started an advertising 
agency. He bought and furnished a 
home which cost him $50,000. 

Mrs. Enright declared he was de- 
voted to his family and that he had 
not sought “trouble” since he quit 
the plumbers’ union. But it was said 
he always carried a revolver. Tt 
was in the right-hand pocket of his 
overcoat and the (fingers of his 
right hand clutched it when he was 
found dead in his automobile last 
night.

NAVAL APPROPRIATION 
TURNED DOWN HOUSE 


Action Taken Despite Fact 
14,000 Yard Employees 
Will Lose Jobs. 


Washington, February 4.—The 
house refused today to make a de- 
ficiency appropriation of $9,050,000 
for the repair of battleships and 
other craft at navy yards, although 
proponents of the item urged that 
14,000 yard employees would - be 
thrown out of work if it failed. 

Supporters of the appropriation 
failed to get the House to vote on 
all the items composig it, but one 
for $2,500,000 was rejected in ef- 
fect by being reduced to $800,000, 
while other items met defeat 
through parliamentary tactics, The 
single vote on part of the appro- 
priation was 131 to 67. 

The action @n the naval appro- 
priation ended an all-day fight and 
cleared the way for final passage 
tomorrow of the _ deficiency bill 
carrying $89,400,000, and said to be 
the largest peace-time deficiency 
bill in the history of congress. 

Aside from the naval fight, the 
house, without a record vote, ap- 
proved an item of the deficiency 
bill providing one million dvllars 
for employing guards at the gov- 
ernment warehouses holding liquor. 

Most of the items of the de- 
ficiency bill are expenditures due 
to the war, $55,000,000 being pro- 
vided for compensation to ex-serv- 
ice men, $12,000,000 for the educa- 
tion of war cripples and $4,500,000 
for hospital treatment of sick and 
wounded. Another large item is 
$1,000,000 for the deportation of 
radicals caught in recent raids. 


SLAYER OF BRINDLEY 
CAPTURED BY POSSE 


Hartselle, Ala., February 4.—Dr. 
R. S. Roberson, who, it is charged, 
shot and killed Porter M. Brindley, 
prominent lawyer and member of 
the Alabama legistature, in the lat- 
ter’s office here last Monday, this 
afternoon was captured by a posse 
at Falkville, Ala. 

Dr. Roberson was found at his 
brother’s home. Sheriff who headed 
the posse raid Roberson told him 
that he kiiicd Brindley in self-de- 
fense, firing only after the lawyer 
had made an attempt to shoot him. 

The prisoner has been taken to 
Decatur for safekeeping.

These plans have been put into 
concrete form’ in.a memorandum to 
committee members and were qut- 
lined in general at a conference 
during. the day betweén Chairman 
Hays and more than a score of 
Senators and representatives who 
hold membership in the body. At 
the same time there was some dis- 
cussion of the legislative situation, 
the party leaders in senate and 
house outlining what they hoped to 
accomplish by convention time. 

Pian Is Questioned. 

The meeting, which took place 
in the office of Senator Lodge, ma- 
jority leader of the senate, was ac- 
companied by a renewal of the op- 
position to the committee plan 
which developed in some quarters 
when it was announced several 
weeks ago. Although it was said 
the practicability of the move was 
not criticised during the conference, 
there were some questions asked 
which led Senator Watson, of Indi- 
ana, who had been selected to head 
the resolutions committee at the 
convention to make a spirited de- 
fense of the project. A similar plan, 
he told the conference had been used 
with success for a number of years 
in Indiana. Meantime, it became 
known that two senators, Moses, of 
New Hampshire, and McCormick, of 


Illinois, had declined to serve on the 
committee, because they found 
themselves out of sympathy with 
that method of preparing platform 
recommendations. Senator Moses is 
the manager of Washington head- 
Quarters for General Wood. 

As outlined, the work of the com- 
mittee does not contemplate that the 
full membership shall be assembled 
at any stage of the pre-convention 
work. Most of its deliberations will 
be carried on by correspondence 
through its executive secretary and 
through the heads of separate groups 
if it is decided to create them to 
deal with special subjects. It is em- 
phasized that the most the commit- 
tee or its groups will do is to rec- 
ommend, and that the recommenda- 
tions will not be binding on the con- 
vention. 

Subjects Selected. 


Among the subjects selected as 
possible platform material, and 
which opinions will be collected and 
tabulated; are business rehabilita- 
tion, tariff changes, readjustment of 
toreign and domestic commerce, pos- 
tal reforms, better labor conditions 
and a review of the democratic ad- 
ministration. After the conference 
today, Chairman Hays said, how- 
ever, that there had been no at- 
tempt so far to reach definite con- 
clusions, and that the whole work of 
the committee still was in a forma- 
tive stage. 

Committee members generally de- 
clined to discuss the omission of 
foreign relationg# from the list of 
possible campaign issues beyond 
saying that the whole subject ap- 
parently remained open until the 
senate had made its record on the 
peace treaty. It has been an open 
secret for weeks that some of the 
influential figures tn the party as 
in the democratic party do not want 
the treaty put over into’ the cam- 
paign and considerable pressure has 
been brought to bear to secure some 
sort of agreement in the senate.

On the bill charging embezzle- 
ment, Mrs. Bradstreet was indicted 
with Green, _ likewise on two 
counts. Clarence Bradstreet, the 
husband of the woman principal in 
the case, was not indicted, since the 
evidence introduced by Solicitor Na- 
pier and the testimony of witnesses 
failed to implicate him to an ex- 
tent thought justifiable of an indict- 
ment by the jury. 

Green’s bond for $40,000, $25,000 
for embezzlement and $15,000 for 
arson,-was signed soon after the in- 
dictment was returned, Green went 
in person to the courthouse to ar- 
range the signature. The bond was 
signed by G. P. Green, Albert Green, 
Marion Duncan and Bob Cook. 

Mrs. Bradstreet’s bond had not 
been signed late Wednesday night, 
and Sheriff Jenkins, of Campbell 
county, will probably take immedi- 
ate steps toward her re-arrest un- 
less the bond is made. 

Bonds were raised in all three 
instances. Green’s former bond on. 
the embezzlement charge had been 
$15,000 and was raised to $25,000; 
the new hond of $15,000 on the ar- 
son charge was assessed him; and 
Mrs. Bradstreet’s bond was raised 
from $5,000 to $10,000. 

The indictments were returned to 
Judge John B. Hutcheson a short 
while before noon on Wednesday. 
The grand jury had begun its con- 
sideration of the case on Tuesday, 
with Mr. Martin, the auditor, as the 
principal witness. On Wednesday 
morning, only one .-witness was 
heard, M. R. Redwine, a director of 
the banking company... A request 
was-made for another hearing of 
one of the previous witnesses, C. 
O. Stevens, of Fairburn, but before 
he could be reached the request was 
countermanded, and the indictments 
were returned, 

“Conspiracy” Charged. 

The joint indictment which was 
lodged against Green and Mrs. 
Bradstreet charged that she entered 
into “a conspiracy, combination and 
agreement” with Green, and that 
on September 5, 1919, they embezzled 
the sum of $64,000 from the bank, 
and that they embezzled the Lib- 
erty bonds on the same da. 

The indictment for arson charges 
that Green maliciously and wilfully 
burned the house occupied by the 
‘airburn Banking company, on 
Main street in Fairburn. 

Bradstreet, through the falilure of 
the grand jury to {ndict him, is 
antomatit¢ally released from the 
charges of embezzlement which 
were against him since his waiving 
of a preliminary hearing before jus- 
tice of the Peace Homer McDaniel 
in Fairburn last fall. The bond of 
$5,000, under which he was origi- 
nally placed, is automatically sus- 
pended, and his connection with the 
case is removed. 

Judge Ben H. Hill and Fred F. 
Harrison, attorneys for Mrs. Brad- 
street, say that as soon as the case 
is called, their client will be ready 
for trial.

of living on; the desire of the mer- 
chant to do what he can to alle- 
viate the sufferings of the people 
who cannot stand the existing costs 
of living: and likewise, the desire 
on the part of the people to help 
the merchant in working out the 
problems he faces.” 

“You gentlemen are chairmen of 
fair price committees, and the com- 
mittee is just what the name im- 
plies,” continued Mr. Jackson, “The 
authority vested in you by the de- 
partment of justice is ample, solong 
as you stay within the limits of 
the fair price regulations. You are 
to set a fair price, taking into con- 
sideration at all times the whole-} 
sale costs of the material the mer- 
chant sells, the cost of production, 
the cost of doing business, that is, 
overhead expenses, such as clerk 
hire, lights and other features that 
must be carefully gone into before 
any effort is made to rule on a 
just price for the articles the mer- 
chants sell.” 

Duty to Investigate. 

“And then,” Mr. Jackson declared, 
“when a merchant announces a raise 
in the price of various commodities, 
it is your duty to fHnd the justifica- 
tion for the advance.

CUMMINGS ASSAILS 
REPUBLICAN RECORD 


Reforms Passed by Demo- 
crats Saved Country From 
Panic, He Asserts. 


_ Albany, N. Y., February 4.—The 
United States would have been the 
first and not the last country to 
ratify the treaty of peace if Presi- 
dent Wilson had been properly sup- 
ported, Homer 8S. Cummings, chair- 
man of the national democratic 
committee, said in an address here 
tonight. 

“The republican party has had its 
opportunity and it has failed,” Mr. 
Cummings said. “Not only has it 
thus far managed to throttle the 
treaty of peace, but after elght 
months of debate it cannot record 
the passage of one single construc- 
tive measure. The republican party 
is not only hopelessly bankrupt in 
leadership, but it can agree upon no 
constructive policy satisfactory even 
to itself.’’ 

Mr. Cummings declared that if the 
republicans had been in power when 
war broke out “we would have been 
involved in the greatest, the most 
disastrous and the most overwhelm- 
ing panic in the history of Amer- 
ica, but, fortunately for our coun- 
try the democratic party had re- 
frmed the financial system and we 
withstood the check without strain 
or panic, loaned billions of dollars 
to our allies and became the great- 
est creditor in al] the world.” 

“The democratic party stands to- 
day upon a record of achievement 
uparalleded in Ameriacn history,” 
he concluded. “We have wrought 


reforms which have been long de- 
nied to our people, and we led 
America through its most stressful 
period in a manner which won the 
admiration of the world.  Irresist- 
ible impulses are at work which 
are destined to carry her to a high- 
er plane of honor and power than 
she has ever known. 

“The American people have never 
been afraid of their fate and 
never hung back before great proj- 
ects. The instrumentality afforded 
by the democratic party is availa- 
ble to the hands of a forward look- 
ing people and no other instrument 
will properly or effectively serve 
their purpose.”

MONEY APPROPRIATED 
FOR PUBLIG COMFORT 


If Money Is Not Used Within 
90 Days, It Will Go Back 
to City Council. 


The Fulton county commission 
yesterday voted to turn over to the 
city of Atlanta immediately $15,000 
that was appropriated for public 
comfort station last year. If the 
money is not used for that purpose 
Within ninety days the money goes 
back to the county. This means 
that a beautiful public comfort sta- 
tion will be erected on Forsyth 
street, adjoining the present city 
hall if the city will pass an appro- 
priation of $15,000 for the building. 

The appropriation sheet for coun- 
ty charities was also passed by the 
commission meeting. There was no 
change made in the sheet as it stood 
in 1919, and which follows:

Five thousand dollars was appro- 
priated to be used in repairs at 
Grady hospital. 

Will Not Buy Property. 

The county declined to buy the 
Lynch property at the corner of 
Central and Trinity avenues, after 
a number of prominent citizens ap- 
peared before the commission and 
protested against the county’s pur- 
chasing this property for a juvenile 
court and detention home. A dele- 
gation from the Labor temple, 
which fs located on Trinity avenue, 
entered a vigorous protest as did 
W. R. Cc. Smith, who appeared in 
behalf of the Rotarv club. Property 
owners in the neighborhood also 
asked that the nermanent juvenile 
court be located in some other part 
of the county. 

Attornev Robert Parker, of the 
Atlanta Bar association, and Miss 
Catherine Lovett, county librarian, 
submitted bids on some 2,000 vol- 
umes containing the State Reports 
decisions. The county accepted the 
lowest bid, which was $5,100. The 
books will be added to the law 
library in the courthouse. 

The Empire Cotton Oil company 
asked for $28,000 damages on the 
grounds that the concrete culvert 
over Peachtree creek, at Piedmont, 
was not built with iarge enough 
waterway to take care of a heavy 
rainfall. The companv claims that 
they were badly damaged during 
the recent heavy rainfall, which 
washed the culvert away. 

A number of requests for the 
county to do road work both within 
and without the city. limits, 
were réferred to the public works 
committee with nower to act. . 

Robert Jones, Jr., chairman of the 
public improvements committee of 
council, presented the public com- 
fort station matter to the commis- 
sion. According to the plans sub- 
mitted by Mr. Jones, the station 
will cost $30.000 and will be built of 
red brick. It will have an under- 
ground rest room for negroes, while 
the rest rooms for white people will 
be above ground. The entrances 
will be separate.

New Express Rules.

New York, February 4.—Liquidation of stocks and of practically 
all other negotiating instruments proceeded with violence on the New 
York markets today, steel, oil and a large group of miscellaneous in- 
dustrial shares losing heavily on the day’s trading on the stock market. 
Holders of exchange were busy liquidating, seeking to convert their 
bills into whatever amount of cash they would bring. The money 
market proceeded with its liquidation, high rates forcing out those who

Canadians were bidding 
a premium of 15 per cent for New York funds. Continental European 
rates slid off in rapid fashion. People who felt that they must have 
money were reported to be seeking time loans at 10 per cent for 90-day 
accommodation. Both sterling and the stock market recovered some- 
what, but money went to 20 per cent. 

Bankers’ Opinion. 

The view made notable progress today that what is happening on 
the stock exchange, the money market and the foreign exchange market 
represents the discounting of coming events. Bankers put the matter 
by saying that an intolerable load, in the shape of active business at 
high prices, has been put upon the country’s supply of cash and credit, 
and that either the fund of credit must be expanded or the load reduced. 

That means a reduction of prices, and the question still persists 
how can prices decline when goods are scarce and when there is an 
insatiable demand for them at home and abroad? The answer is, as 
many shrewd observers here see it, that demand must be cut down at 
ali hazards. Europe’s demand will be cut down through the imposst- 
bility of continuing to buy at ruinous exchange rates. Domestic de- 
mand would cut down through lower wages, reduced employment of 
workers, curtailment of buying power among capitalists through re- 
duced dividends and taxes. These are rude remedies and their appli- 
cation hurts, but many people at this financial center believe they are 
inevitable. 


Everybody Must Hustle. 

Having gotten thus far with their homily on the unpopular science 
of economics, bankers believe that the way out will lie in the fact that 
it will be necessary for everybody to get out and hustle to earn a living. 
Peopie who can make something to sell, whether it be shoestrings or 
manual labor, will get busy and produce. It is grimly predicted that 
those who would not heed the world-wide exhortation to go to work 
will in the near or most distant future be forced to heed the good advice. 
These things are what the stock market is trying to “discount,” if 
Wall street's mature judgment is right. 

Wall Street Gossip. 

Cables received in Wall street this morning crediting a London 
paper with the statement that import of cotton has been stopped in 
England, appareptly by government act, received little credence in 
financial circles’ In the first place, it was held that the government 
lacked the power to decree an embargo. In the second place, it was 
held to be obvious that the British authorities would not strike at the 
foundations of their great Lancashire cotton industry, which is doing 
as much as any other activity to re-establish Great Britain’s position 
as a great trading nation. 

Reports were in circulation to the effect that the stock market has 
again been “rationed” as to money supply. A number of bankers, 
according to rumor, have made a gentleman's agreement to supply the 
market's needs, to the extent of the loan account at present outstand- 
ing which is commonly placed at about $1,250,000,000. This accommo- 
dation, however, it is understood, will be forthcoming only at a price, 
and stiff money rates are predicted. Furthermore, any attempt at 

bullish activity will meet with the stern disapproval of the bankers. 
This is reminiscent of the old war-time money committee, but the 
present arrangement, if it exists, is without official status. The story 
has this much basis of prbabilty that a severe decline in prices, such 
as has now occurred, not infrequently calls forth banking support of 
the mar}ét. 

So-Called Experts Fooled. 

When one talks of expert opinion on foreign exchange, one naturally 
believes that the best information obtainable is to be had. But such 
has not been the case either in the foreign exchange market or in the 
stock market. In both cases the so-called experts have been sadly 
fooled. A few days ago the word went around that the stock market 
had experienced its worst, and the same information was to be had in 
regard to the foreign exchange market. Both, however, have continued 
their downward course almost without abatement and much beyond 
the a of the experts. 

) he car shortage is interferring with the movement ‘ 
chandise to this city, and many of the large corporations Base Bare se 
ing of the slowness of movement of their freight.

Theory Dispelled. 

The action of the stock market today has dispelled the theory 
that most of the selling of the past few days has been mainly for the 
account of the short interests. There has been more real liquidation 
in this market than has been experienced since last November, accord- 
ing to one large house, and this liquidation was augmented today be- 
cause of the failure of many customers to respond to the margin calls 
sent out after the cloge last night. 

The statement of the Midvale Stee} company for the last 
of 1919, although favorable on the whole, in view of the mony condi- 
Vons which confronted the stee} industry in that period, did not make 
as favorable a showing as did the United States Steel corporation. The 
report of the Midvale shows net profits after all charges and federal 
taxes of $3,282,595, as compared with $5,023.997 in the preceding quarter. 

Market’s Weak Features. ' 

The steels, equipment and the shipping shares were the weak fea- 
tures of today’s market, although weakness was general throughout the 
list. In the shipping shares, Marine common and Amecican Ship and 
Commerce were the features for heaviness. The latter sold down to 
20, which {s the lowest price reported by this stock since the company 
was formed. The shipping syndicate at the present time is none too 
cheerful, as reports show that many ships are plying back and forth 
with cargo space only partly filled. This naturally cuts into the earn- 
ings of such companies. But it can be stated that the situation is made 
to look much more blue than is really the case, in view of the decline 
in foreign exchange which has been responsible for all sorts of rumors 
in connection with the shipping stocks. One morning paper today came 
out with big headlines calling attention to the shipping situation, but as 
& matter of fact, the conditions described have been known for some 
time past. Therefore the promnence given to the situation has caused 
much hasty selling of the shipping stocks. 

Acceptance Market's Blow. 

The severe break in the exchange has dealt a blow to the develop- 
ment of the acceptance market, which has always been dear to the 
heart of the federal reserve board.
